Board, teachers 
struggle with 
semantics

The school board and Lompoc Education Association are locked in a 
battle of semantics even while their respective representatives 
discuss teacher salary and instructional proposals. 
Teachers are asking $888,000 in direct salary raises,fringe benefits 
and instructional proposals in a package that could cost as much as $4 
million. Details of the proposals are set forth in a document that LEA 
calls a comprehensive agreement. 
Don Lisle, LEA president today charged that the school board 
representatives have a “ closed m ind’’ attitude toward the document. 
He said that public statem ents by the district staff and by “ at least 
one school 
board trustee"' contended that the comprehensive 
agreem ent submitted by LEA was illegal. 
The consistent position of LEA has been that comprehensive 
agreem ents or m aster contracts are legal. 
A court ruling on the legality of a comprehensive agreem ent concept 
in the Los Angeles area is believed near. Pending the decision, Lisle 
said the school board has been asked “ to m eet and discuss in good 
faith the content of this proposal.’’ 
“ These negotiations can and should be carried forward, in good 
faith, to a mutual agreem ent,’’ he said. 
Alice Milligan, speaking for the school board, today said the staff is 
currently meeting with the teachers’certificated council to discuss 
LEA’s proposals. 
“Neither the school board nor the district staff has a closed m ind,” 
she said “ The school board is bound by the Winton Act to m eet and 
confer, in good faith, but collective bargaining in the strictest 
meaning of the term is not perm itted by law .” She said any decision 
the board makes on salary or any of the other proposals must be 
unilateral. 
“ There are obligations and powers the board cannot delegate to 
another organization,” she said. 
She said the board representatives were talking with LEA officials 
in an attem pt to find provisions in the comprehensive agreem ent that 
could be translated into district policy. But the development of policy 
is a unilateral right of the board presumably after the trustees have 
gathered ideas in the m eet and confer part of the program. Policy, 
being the creation of the board, could be changed by the board on a 
unilateral basis without the consent of LEA. 
It is this latter issue that may be one of the crucial differences 
between the two sides.

and the local legal position is not made clear by the court decisions in 
the Los Angeles area, then Lompoc Education Association could file 
suit against the board to ascertain its legal right to a comprehensive 
contract.”

a “ general criteria.” Bacon felt the 
three-page draft incorporating staff, 
commission and East Goleta Valley 
Citizens' Assn. suggestions should 
be rewritten, and the commission 
agreed.

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Attorney’s say bomber 
suspect might flee 


WASHINGTON 
( UP I ) 
- A t ­ 
torneys for Leslie Bacon asked a 
federal appeals court today to allow 
the 19-year-old peace activist to go 
free, promising she would appear 
voluntarily 
in Seattle 
to testify 
before a grand jury on the bombing 
of the U. S. Capitol. 


But 
government 
lawyers 
said 
there was evidence that “ If given 
the opportunity she would flee.” 


The court took under advisement 
a request by Miss Bacon's attorney, 
Philip Hirschkop, that it overturn a 
ruling Wednesday by U. S. District 
Court Judge John J. Sirica that the 
girl s arrest and confinement on 
$100,000 bond as a m aterial witness 
was “ fair and proper.” 


Miss Bacon, of Atherton. Calif., 
was arrested Tuesday night bv FBI 
agents on a warrant charging she 
had 
knowledge 
oi 
the 
persons 
responsible 
for 
the 
March 
1 
bombing. No one was injured in the 
pre-dawn blast, which was centered 
in a little used m en's room in a 
Senate wing, causing nearly $200,000 
damage. 
Hirschkop argued that Miss Bacon 
would voluntarily appear before the 
Seattle grand jury, and did not want 
to be taken there, handcuffed in 
federal custody. 
An 
assistant 
U. 
S. 
attorney, 
Harold Sullivan, responded: “ This 
woman has led a nomadic existence, 
traveling around the U.S.” He said 
she had told a government informer 


—identified only as S-l — that “ if 
given the opportunity she would 
flee.” 
The appeals court's chief judge, 
David 
L. 
Bazelon, 
questioned 
government attorneys closely about 
the necessity of keeping the girl in 
custody. 
“ Now they say they'll deliver 
her, ' Bazelon said. “ Why should we 
waste tim e?” 
But Sullivan contended. “ It's not a 
waste of tim e,” citing testimony by 
an FBI agent, Daniel C. Mayhan, 
Wednesday that there was a high 
probability the girl would flee if 
there were attem pts to subpoena 
her 
During that testimony in Sirica's 
court, Mayhan said he did not know 


if Miss Bacon could be considered a 
potential defendant in the bombing 
itself. 


Mayhan who arrested the girl on 
the roof of a house in the district s 
northwest 
area, 
disclosed 
the 
warrant was based on information 
supplied 
by an 
informer for a 
government 
investigative 
agency 
other than the FBI. He called the 
man “SI” to protect his identity.

SAIGON (UPI) —B52s struck in 
Laos, Cambodia and South Vietnam 
for the 
second consecutive day 
today, concentrating most of their 
bombs on the A Shau Valley where a 
force of South Vietnamese moving 
in cautiously on the Communist 
sanctuary found a m ajor stockpile of 
arms. 
The A Shau campaign, known as 
Operation Lam Son 720, began 15 
days ago but there has been no 
major ground fighting as the ARVN 
troops skirted the fringes of the 35- 
mile long valley running from the 
Hue region on the east coast to the 
border of Laos, parallel with and 
below the Demilitarized Zone. 
So far the South Vietnamese have 
been content to strike in areas 
heavily bombed by the B52s. The 
Communists, who use the valley as a 
m ajor supply and strike route, are 
reported by intelligence sources to 
have more than 30,000 troops in the 
valley 
plus 
massed 
antiaircraft 
guns.

So stated Alice Chun Hintzen, 
guest speaker tor Lompoc Alpha 
Club. Born and raised in China, she 
compared life there before and after 
the communist takeover. 
Mrs. 
Hintzen's parents attended college 
in America. 
As an engineer, her 
father was involved in building the 
first dam on the Yellow River. Her 
mother was a music major. 


Thinking back to childhood davs, 
the speaker told of the old Chinese 
New Year, the Moon and May 
festivals. The former was a 15 day 
celebration with families wearing 
the “ happy colors'' 
of red and 
green Symbolizing the closeness of 
family,

(glutinous) 
foods 
which 
were 
served. 


Chinese 
weddings 
were 
also 
described.

All this was before communist 
rule. 


A cousin who escaped Red China

(UPIi — Leslie Bacon, the 19-year-old 
blonde held as a witness and possible suspect in the 
bombing of the U.S. Capitol, has told her parents she had 
nothing to do with the March 1 explosion. 
“ She tells me a lot of things I don’t want to hear,” her 
mother, Mrs. John W. Bacon, said Wednesday, “ but she 
never tells me lies.” 
Mrs. Bacon, wife of a lumberyard owner and mother of 
eight, said her eldest child's arrest was wrong and accused 
the FBI of “ skulking around ” her two-acre wooded home in 
this affluent San Francisco suburb. 
Leslie, a tall, buxom blonde who dropped out of Canada 
College near Atherton a year ago to work against the 
Vietnam War on the E ast Coast, was described by her 
m other as a girl “ who always does what she thinks is 
right.” 


She was described by the FBI as a girl with personal 
contacts among “ certain indiciduals who were fugitives 
from the FBI, who had lived with some of these fugitives, 
and acted as a message carrier between them. 
Miss Bacon, who graduated from Woodside High School 
in 1969 after switching from one school to another during 
her last six years of classes, was recalled by a form er 
teacher as “ occasionally ... a little bit mixed up. but a very 
bright girl. I always liked her very m uch.” 


She attended two night courses at Canada College, a 
nearby junior college, last spring but failed to show up after 
registering in the fall. Her parents said she went to New 
York to. work with antiw ar groups. 
John W. Bacon, her father and owner of San Bruno 
Lumber Co., said she had returned home for six weeks in 
January and December after spending a year in New York 
and Washington. 
Police sources in Washington said she had worked in New 
York with Jerry Rubin, one of the Chicago Seven 
conspiracy 
defendants. 
They 
said 
she 
returned 
to 
Washington three months ago to work with protest groups. 
When she first arrived, she lived for a while at the offices 
of the Quicksilver Times, an underground newspaper, the 
sources said. She was arrested Tuesday night on the roof of 
a house in northwest Washington, which she said was just a 
place she slept. 
She had been a peace worker for the People Coalition for 
Peace and Justice and the May Day Collective, the group 
sponsoring current antiw ar protests in Washington. The 
FBI said she was with Rubin at last Saturday’s antiw ar 
rally on Capitol Hill. 
Her father described Leslie as a strong opponent of 
violent dem onstrations who felt “peaceful protest was the 
right thing and guaranteed by the Constitution.”

It's still Palmer era 
Arnie driving toward politics? 


( Last of Three Parts.)

NEW 
YORK—(NEA)—“ I 
still have a driving desire 
to win, but I ’m not as hungry 
as I used to be. Winning isn’t 
as urgent, from an economic 
standpoint,” 
s a i d 
Arnold 
Palm er, now a m ultim illion­ 
aire. 
" I’m going to play as long 
as I think I can win. But a 
day 
always 
comes 
when 
you’re no longer the great­ 
est, when someone else is the 
greatest. It happens to any­ 
one who ever gets up in this 
gam e—Hagen, Jones, Snead, 
Hogan, and it’ll happen to 
Nicklaus, to Casper, to P lay­ 
er, to m e.” 


After 
w hat 
Palm er 
de­ 
scribes as a “ lull” in the late 
1960s (“when things were not 
all that rosy!’), he 
has re ­ 
turned to be a m ajor con­ 
tender again. Though he won 
no tournam ents last year, he 
lost several by just one shot. 
And he was second in the 
PGA, 
the 
tournam ent 
he 
covets because it is the only 
m ajor title that has eluded 
him in his rem arkable 17- 
year pro career. This year, 
he had already won two 
tournam ents in a row and in 
early April was the tour’s 
leading money winner. 
P alm er’s bold, im aginative 
play had thrust him into un­ 
precedented golf popularity. 
He pinpoints the beginning 
of the Palm er surge in 1960 
w h e n 
national 
television 
audiences em phasized with 
his grief-stricken looks and 
bursts of joy, watched him 
hitch his pants and say, “The 
m atch is on,” as he birdied 
the last two holes of the 
M asters to win by a stroke; 
and, in the U.S. Open at 
Cherry Hills, went out the 
last round and shot the front 
nine in 30 strokes, finishing 
with a 65 for what seemed 
a m iraculous triumph. But 
by 
1966 
h i s 
derring-do 
seemed w a s t e f u l as he 
squandered a seven-stroke 
lead with nine holes to play 
and lost the U.S. Open to 
Billy Casper in a play-off. 
By 1968 his putting touch 
was unsure, though he denied 
being possessed by the de­ 
mon “yips,” and his hip had 
developed a painful bursitis. 
A crowning humiliation cam e 
now on the shadowy, late 
afternoon fairway of the 18th 
hole in the final round of 
that y ear’s U.S. Open. 
In a baleful quirk, Palm er 
had been placed in the final 
threesom e with two am a­ 
teurs and trailed the leading 
pair, Lee Trevino and Bert 
Yancey. His Army was tight- 
lipped. He was 26 strokes off 
the pace. 
From then, through the 
1969 PGA when he had to 
withdraw 
because 
of 
the 
painful hip, questions con­ 
cerning his retirem ent were 
common. 
Palm er returned 
home to Latrobe, Pa., where 
he rested, 
began a daily 
regim en of morning situps 
(still 
does 
them ), 
played 
some golf, dream ed. 
“One of the great things 
in life is im agination,” said 
Palm er. “ I’ve always been 
a dream er. Even now, when 
I’m on the practice tee I’m 
thinking a b o u t situations, 
‘It’s the 18th and final hole, 
I’m a stroke behind.’ That 
kind of thing.” 


Palm er, recalling his child­ 
hood, has said, “ All I ever 
wanted to do was play golf. 
I would go out by myself 
and play two or three balls 
at the sam e time, one against

the other, as if it were a 
tournament. Sometimes one

season, at about the sam e 
time he was being named 
Athlete of the Decade. 
“ When you have im agina­ 
tion you also envision the 
day that all this is over,” 
said Palm er. When serious 
competitive golf is over for 
Palm er, 
he 
says 
he 
will 
think hard about entering 
politics. A conservative Re­ 
publican, he has been m en­ 
tioned 
as 
a 
gubernatorial 
candidate in his home state, 
Pennsylvania.” 
“ It’s the kind of thing in 
which Arnold need not step 
down to anything,” said a 
long-time friend. “ I m ean, it 
would be like going from one 
top plateau to another.” 
But Palm er is still much 
involved in his golf game. 
And it has changed as he 
has. “The older you get the 
m ore mellow you get,” said 
Palm er. “On the course I 
don’t get as m ad as I used 
to. I used to get so angry 
at a bad shot that I couldn’t 
rem em ber where I hit it, or 
even when I hit it. I’d carry 
on for five or six holes after. 
Now, well, I’ll whip my club 
at my bag, or just drop a 
driver in the fairway after a 
rotten shot. That helps re­ 
lieve some of the pressure. 
And I forget in a flash.” 
Palm er said he gam bles 
less 
than 
formerly, 
even 
though “ I think I played the 
kind of golf people like to 
w atch,” and “ I really like 
to have people watching me 
play.” 
“ I think Arnold has learned 
to play the odds, rather than 
gambling all the tim e,” said 
fellow pro Frank Beard. “ He 
doesn’t have the strength he 
used to. But he still has the 
length. He’s a more m ature 
golfer 
than 
he 
was. 
He 
doesn’t gouge out of sand 
or hit sm ack into a defiant 
wind any m ore. His shirt- 
tail’s not out with the feeling 
he’s saying, ‘Let me go, let 
me at it.’ You have the 
notion that he’s said to him ­ 
self, Yes, after all, even I’m 
hum an.”

The 
doctor says 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 


D e a r Dr. L a m b —I was 
surprised recently to have 
you recommend the purchase 
of bread as the only satis­ 
factory bakery product on 
the m arket today. Yet the 
enclosed article says the nu­ 
tritive value of bread and 
other bakery p r o d u c t s is 
practically nil. What can we 
do to get better flour? I bake 
m y ow n b r e a d b u t a m 
obliged to use the available 
flour, w h i c h is poor. Any 
ideas? 


Dear Reader—I read your 
enclosure, including the un­ 
derlined quote from Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s F re n ch -b o rn 
nutrition adviser: “ Dr. Jean 
Mayer t h i n k s that Ameri­ 
can’s white bleached dough 
products would not even be 
called bread in his native 
land. Their food value is al­ 
most zero. White flour is pre­ 
ferred by food industry ex­ 
ecutives because it keeps on 
the shelf l o n g e r than the 
more nutritious whole wheat 
bread and because insects 
avoid it—it d o e s n ’t have 
enough food value to keep 
them alive.” 
That is a pretty harsh in­ 
dictment of our bread and 
I’d like to say a few good 
things about it. Most white 
bread is low in fat and many 
bakeries now use nonfat milk 
solids. Many other bakery 
products contain lard, satu­ 
rated fats, coconut oil, e 
yolks and things that shou 
be restricted in amount in a 
diet to p r e v e n t heart and 
artery disease. You can also 
buy bread enriched with but­ 
ter, egg yolks and items that 
you should try to avoid. 
I have read a lot of com­ 
ments a b o u t h o w p o o r 
American 
bread is. 
Well, 
there 
are 
very 
few 
food 
products that provide a bal­ 
anced diet by themselves. 


Bread certainly has calories 
and the enriched white bread 
is loaded with Vitamin B 
complex. According to the 
U.S. Agriculture Department, 
American white bread has 
just as many of these ele­ 
ments as that n o s t a l g i c 
“ French Bread.” Our en­ 
riched American white bread 
has up to twice as much cal­ 
cium and c o n t a i n s more 
phosphorus and iron. It also 
has a b o u t the sam e food 
value as whole wheat bread. 
Those, m a’am, are the facts. 
Some people may prefer the 
taste of French bread and 
that is their privilege but 
facts are facts. 


It seem s to be popular to 
knock a n y t h i n g that is 
American, 
from 
bread to 
wine, but neither need take 
a back seat. 


You should use enriched 
flour if you do your own bak­ 
ing. And you can increase 
the calcium by using larger 
amounts of nonfat dry milk. 
Calcium is very important 
to help prevent décalcifica­ 
tion of the spine that occurs 
so often after the meno­ 
pause. 
If you want to be a real 
health faddist, you might go 
to a health food store and 
buy some n a t u r a l milled 
flour, just as nature intended 
it to be, ground husk and all, 
but it may not contain as 
many v i t a m i n s as your 
white bread. 
I do recommend you make 
your own rolls and biscuits 
since most commercial prod­ 
ucts contain too much satu­ 
rated fat. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 43 
years old and have noises (it 
sounds like Rrrrrrrr) which 
go through my head just be­ 
fore I go to sleep. My blood 
pressure is normal at 120-90. 
The noise never occurs un­ 
less I am resting. I do not 
have this every night—just 
from time to time. I will be 
very much obliged if you 
could explain this to me. 


Dear Reader — Without 
more information, one can’t 
be certain, but I think you 
are describing the common 
sound created by the circula­ 
tion of the blood through the 
arteries. You can produce 
this effect in a garden hose 
by squeezing it while water 
is running through it; you 
will feel the vibrations in 
your hand. 


Vibrations 
create 
sound 
and 
when 
your 
head 
is 
turned just right, so that 
there is a turbulence of blood 
through one of the main 
arteries, you can hear the 
sounds created by vibrations. 
This is particularly true if 
you are lying on your side 
against your ear The next 
time you have the sound 
change your position and see 
if it disappears. This kind of 
vibration, associated with the 
normal turbulence of blood 
as it is circulated, has no 
significance as far as health 
is concerned.

Some of us have so concentrated our thoughts and 
hopes on the idea of the final withdrawal of American 
troops from Vietnam that we can think of nothing beyond 
that. 
The U.S. prisoners of war held in North Vietnam could 
be home by Christmas, says Sen. Vance Hartke, if 
President Nixon were to announce total withdrawal by 
the end of this year 
“ The killing can end in a matter of days, 
says the 
Indiana Democrat. 
Which killing9 
Certainly, 
the 
killing 
of 
Americans 
by 
North 
Vietnamese and of North Vietnamese by Americans 
could be ended at any time. 
But the killing of 
Vietnamese by Vietnamese was going on long before the 
first American soldier set foot in that country and will, 
unfortunately, be going on long after the last American 
soldier leaves. 
The President has announced a slight stepup in the 
pace of withdrawal which if projected into 1972 will leave 
about 50,000 troops still in Vietnam at midyear. To all 
intents and purposes, American involvement in ground 
combat operations will likely have ceased well before

that time. 
This residual force, the President has indicated, will 
remain until Hanoi releases its American prisoners. 
But neither the President nor even the advocates of 
absolute, complete U.S. disengagement from the war 
have said anything about when our advisory and support 
personnel and air power—especially air power—can be 
withdrawn. 
By mid-1972, Americans could still be 
involved in logistical and aerial support of South 
Vietnamese operations. 
That is not all. Even when every single American, 
whether combat soldier, pilot, adviser or prisoner, is 
back home, this country’s involvement in the struggle 
will not have ended. 
It will only have entered a new 
stage—or rather, have returned to much the same 
situation that existed in 1961. 
South Vietnam will still require moral and material 
assistance—money, equipment, munitions. The war will 
still be going on, and will go on as long as North Vietnam 
believes it can take over South Vietnam by force. 
There may be an end in sight to the killing as far as 
American combat soldiers are concerned, but there is no 
foreseeable end to the controversy over Vietnam.

This is to give Nixon a 
chance to reassess the situation late 
this fall, when Hanoi’s plan for the 
next dry season will be clearer, and 
when it will .be possible to determine 
how well the South Vietnamese 
army has come through the Laos 
trial. 
—Contrary to predictions, Nixon 
gave no clear picture as to when this

Southeast Asia, Nixon for some time 
has

There would be 
deep feelings of bitterness and self - 
reproach. Many of those who now 
urge retreat would join in this 
turbulence. 
Nixon 
worries over 
what would survive and what would 
be lost in the resulting witch hunts 
he is certain would follow. 


The 
uproar 
over

Calley 
sentence reinforced Nixon in these 
convictions. 
For in 
this strong 
reaction Nixon reads more than an 
argument over Calley. 
It is a 
reaction by many to our not going 
all-out to fight the war, a defense 
not of one soldier but Americans 
defending all soldiers whom they 
feel have not been allowed to fight to 
win. It is Americans defending GIs 
against 
their 
detractors. 
It 
is 
frustration overwhat many see as a 
possible defeat resulting from a lack 
of American will. 


The key sentence in Nixon’s troop 
withdrawal announcement read in 
part . . . (if > . . . “ I should move to 
end this war without regard to what

What about Hale 
Boggs’ charge that his telephone is 
being tapped?

charge that J. Edgar Hoover gave 
Lyndon Johnson details of Martin 
Luther King's priapic extra-marital 
life? 
F i r s t , 
th e 
contest: in the ab­ 
sence 
of 
which 
explanations simply 
aren't very useful. 
The most important 
thing 
to 
bear in 
mind is that you do 
not need any police- 
work at all when 
there are no law­ 
breakers. 
But 
as 
law-breaking 
mounts, so does the 
necessity for police- 
work. 
Second, the rise in lawlessness is 
in 
two 
general 
c ateg o ries: 
conventional crime, and what one 
might call ideological crime. Car 
theft, mugging, rape, and murder 
have risen specitacularly during the 
past 
ten 
years. 
This 
requires 
intensified police activity, refined 
methods of crime detection, and 
improvement in the judicial and 
penological systems. 
The rise in subversion requires 
more subtle treatment. During the 
thirties, 
forties, 
and 
fifties, 
subversion 
was 
m ostly 
the 
organized job of the Communist 
Party, as agents for the Soviet 
Union. 
The 
F B I . 
brilliantly 
penetrated the CP, and the tightly - 
disciplined 
Communists 
were 
neutralized. 
During the sixties, subversion 
proliferated: became, in a manner 
of 
speaking 
a 
free 
enterprise, 
decentralized operation, of the kind 
that can't be patrolled by the 
penetration of a single central unit. 
Nowadays one Bernardine Dohrn is 
capable of plotting to dynamite the 
Empire State Building with a half 
dozen 
people 
involved 
in 
the 
operation. 
To 
interfere 
with 
subversive loners requires a dragnet 
of very fine mesh. 
How fine? I recall the uproar 
against J. Edgar Hoover and the 
F B I. after the assassination of 
John 
F. 
Kennedy. 
Why 
hadn’t 
Hoover got on to Lee Harvey 
Oswald? 
Mr. 
Hoover’s answers to the 
W a r r e n 
C o m m i s s i o n 
w ere 
extremely interesting. The answer 
to the first question was: the F B I. 
did indeed have a file on Lee Harvey 
Oswald. 
Mr. 
Hoover’s 
answer 
to 
the 
second question was that if the 
F B I. roped in everybody who is a 
security risk before a President was 
permitted 
to pass through, the 
sequestration would involve — in a 
major city — several thousand 
people: and the American public 
»correctly, 
in 
Mr. 
Hoover’s 
estimate) simply wouldn’t stand for 
it. So in the case of, for instance, 
Oswald, the F B I. had a dossier on 
him, which however was of only 
posthumous use — but it didn’t drag 
him in. Nor should it have. 
Cases. The way one finds out 
about the Lee Harvey Oswalds of 
this world is by accumulating vast 
amounts of information, most of it 
absolutely useless. It requires a 
greater imagination than 1 have to 
figure 
out 
the 
reason 
why 
a 
scoutmaster desires to take his boys 
to Russia. But I am prepared to 
assume, in the absence of any 
evidence that anyone was ever 
persecuted on account of his having 
traveled, during his vacation, to 


Russia, 
that 
this 
is 
what 
“omniumgatherum 
means: 
you 
begin by collecting all data, almost 
without discrimination. 
On the matter of Mr. Boggs, we 
have the word of the President of 
the United States that Mr. Boggs' 
phone was not tapped. There are 
those who say that Mr. Nixon would 
not hesitate to prevaricate. All 
right, give Mr. Nixon's critics the 
benefit of the doubt. But why would 
Mr. Nixon lie, if there is a chance 
he would be caught? Or is it 
conceivable that John Mitchell lied 
to him? Again the answer is: hardly. 
Did 
Mr. 
Hoover 
lie 
to 
John 
Mitchell? It is far likelier that Mr. 
Boggs was misled, or that he is off 
on some sort of ideological bender, 
than that Mr. Hoover lied to the 
Attorney General. 
Finally, the matter of Martin 


Luther King. We do not know 
whether it is so. But, I consider this 
the single most serious charge 
leveled against the F.B.I., inasmuch 
as Dr. King was not a government 
employee, 
and 
assaults on 
his 
privacy, 
if 
they 
do 
not 
bear 
remotely on the security of the 
nation against crime or subversion, 
are inexcusable. 
What is the balance? It suggests 
that the case against the F B I. is 
very weak: indeed, that it is mostly 
ideological. If anybody wants to 
make 
a 
more convincing case 
against the F B I., surely it should 
take the form of saying that they are 
underachieving rather than over- 
zealous. After all, when one gets 
mugged, raped, murdered, or blown 
up these days, it is done not by the 
F B I. but by those the F.B.I. failed 
to lay their hands on.
